2. Citations and explanations 

Document 1: JP 2001-335682 A (Unitika Ltd), 4 December 
2001 

Document 2: JP 10-110046 A (Unitika Ltd), 28 April 1998 

Claims 1-6 are novel and involve an inventive step 
relative to documents 1 and 2 cited in the international 
search report. Documents 1 and 2 disclose polyester film 
for sheet metal laminates formed from resin compositions 
which include PET and PBT, and indicate that whitening is 
not produced by drawing or retort processing. As regards 
the crystallinity of the films, they indicate that high 
crystallinity should be maintained and that excess trans - 
esterif ication between the two resin constituents is 
undesirable because the degree of crystallization is 
decreased. In addition, document 1 presents mixing of the 
different resin starting materials after fusing them in 
separate extruders as an example of a method for preparing 
the resin composition; therefore, the crystals of the two 
polyester constituents can be assumed to be in the 
dispersed state within the film. 

However, neither of documents 1 and 2 notes the peak 
of recrystallization of the film at falling temperature, 
nor do they disclose or suggest suppression of whitening 
of the film during lamination by keeping the value for the 
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width to 0.25 or less. Documents 1 and 2 also do not 
disclose the detailed conditions during manufacture of the 
film as explained in the description of the present 
application and, therefore, cannot be said to recognize 
the formation of the specified microdispersed state of the 
crystals of the two polyester constituents so as to make 
it possible to keep the value for the half width of the 
peak of recrystallization of the film at falling 
temperature to 0.25 or less. 

Moreover, due to the constitutional feature of 
keeping the value for the half width of the 
recrystallization peak of the film at falling temperature 
to 0.25 or less, the inventions in the present application 
can be employed to advantage in various industrial fields, 
because they offer the special effect not disclosed in 
documents 1 and 2, that whitening is not produced during 
the processes of melting and cooling, in order to' bond^ the 



film with the sheet metal, thereby also giving good 
mechanical properties. 
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
